DEATH OF MAJOR JOHN D. 
HARRIS. 

The sad news came to this city, 
on Saturday, that Major John D. 
Harris, one of the wealthiest and 
most prominent farmers of Mad- 
ison county, had died Friday 
afternoon, aged 76 years. 

Major Harris had served four 
years in the State Senate from the 
Madison district, with honor and 
distinction. He was a prominent 
candidate for the office of Gover- 
nor, at the time Gen. S. B. Buck 
ner won the place in the Demo- 
cratic State Convention of 1887. 

After his defeat for the latter 
place he retired permanently from 
political life, and gave his atten- 
tion to the cultivation of his farm 
of 2,500 acres. 

Some two years ago his wife was 
taken from him by death, and he 
seemed to lose his grasp upon 
earthly affairs to a large extent. 

He leaves two daughters (Mrs. 
Sam'l H. Stone, of Louiaville, 
and Mrs. C. M. Clay, Jr., of Bour- 
bon county) to mourn his death. 
Hia only son, John D. Harris, Jr., 
died several years ago. 

Major Harris was an upright, 
honest and intelligent man, who 
made frienda, and held them, of 
all who knew him. 

The funeral and interment took 
place at Richmond on Sunday 
last.

IMPORTANT DECISION. 

The Court of Appeals, on Wed- 
nesday, in an opinion by Chief 
Justice Hobson, affirmed the Nel- 
Circuit Court in the case of 
Jame* Hardin v. Charles Hardin. 
The parties are descendants of 
(red. Hardin, a slave of Ben Har- 
din, the noted Bardstown lawyer, 
and the question came up as to 
the legitimacy of appellee, born 
before the act of 1866 legalizing 
slave marriages. The court holds 
as appellee was born before the 
passage of the act referred to, and 
! was the child of a customary mar- 
riagi between negroes, he must be 
regarded as legitimate, and is. 
therefore, entitled to his share of 
the estate. The fact that he was 
not recognized by other members 
of the family can not effect his 
righta. His rights come through 
the law and faet s. 

This is a very important de- 
cision to a large number of col- 
ored people ii\ this section. 



DEATH OF COL. IV. J. WIL- 
MO UK.* 

On Saturday last, Col. W. J. 
Wilmore, of Nicholasrille, died in 
St. Louis, Mo., en route to Col- 
orado Springe, Colo., from the 
effects of two hemorrhages while 
on a sleeping car, aged 81. 

Col. Wilmore was one of thp 

finest revenue lawyers in the State 
'of Kentucky. We bad held the 
ipositionsol Storekeeper, (Sanger. 
I Deputy Collector and Revenue 

Agent.' 

After he left the revenue service 
i he was employed by Capt. E. J. 
jCurley as Superintendent of his 
'two fine distilleries at Camp NeJ- 
son, Ky. While so employed I e 
was appointed Revenue Agent for 
Kentucky and Tennessee, during 
the administration of President 
Harrison. 

So valuable a man was lie to 
Capt. Curley that he never rested 
until he had pursuaded him to re- 
sign the service, after one year, 
and to return to Camp Nelson, at 
a salary double that which»he re- 
ceived as Revenue Agent. He 
continued with Capt. Curley until 
the organization of the Kentucky 
Distilleries and Warehouse Co., 
which company bought out Capt. 
Curley. 

Col. Wilmore was then given 
the position of Supervisor of Dis- 
tilleries for this section of the 
State, by that company, having 
twenty-five distilleries under his 
supervision. 

He was a faithful, conscientious 
and upright gentleman and officer 
in any position to which he was 
called. 

His health had been failing for 
several months and he was urged 
by the officials of his company to 
take a rest and trip for his health 
upon full pay. He, however, 
continued at his office, and about 
his duties until Saturday, May (5, 
when he finally yielded and made 
preparation to leave for Colorado. 
His wife accompanied him and 
was with him at the last. 

We have known Col. Wilmore 
for more than thirty years and 
have been intimately associated 
with him for a large part of that 
time. While a reserved and quiet 
man with strangers, to those 
whom he once selected as friends, 
he was as true as' steel, and as 
genial and warm-hearted a man 
as we ever knew. 

He was prominently engaged in 
politics, and was firm and decided 
in his views. He was Republican 
Central Committeeman for the 
Eighth District at the time of his 
death. 

He was a wise counsellor and 
Bafe in all his advice. He was 
thoughtfu' and conservative and 
wheia. once he had made up his 
mind as to the proper course to 
pursue he followed it with un- 
swerving fidelity. 

By prudence and economy he 
had accumulated quite a hand- 
some competence, which he was 
at all times ready to lavish upon 
his devoted wife and daughter. 

In his death we feel a personal 
bereavement. 

He leaves his wife, one daugh- 
ter and one sister, beside a host 
of warmly attached friends to 
mourn his untimely end. 

The funeral and burial took 
place at Nicholasville on Sunday 
last. 

Farewell! Old friend! We hope 
I to meet again, "beyond the 
shadow and the shining."

I am not Ah advocate of woman 
suffrage, but it has always tip- j 
peared to me to be a wise and safe | 
plan not only to place the chile 1 
under the watchful care of i 
female teacher, but under the su 
pervision of women trustees, am 
these trustees under a woman su 
perintendent. 

jj How much the success of conn 
try schools depend upon the aid j 
and encouragement of trustees, j 
parents, and patrons I This is 
apparent to the most casual of 
observers! It is not enough t< 
have provided commodious am 
beautiful buildings, to have em- j 
ployed able and accomplished in- 
structors, but more is needed; the 
presence of the trustees, as well 
as the manifestation of a lively 
and practical interest in the 
progress of the schools, and by i 
every means possible to uphold I 
the authority of the teachers. 



The success or failure of the pub- 
lic School system of education de- 
pends largely and in a great meas- 
ure upon the supervision and 
vigilance of the board of trustees. 
These are responsible, under oath, 

for the performance of all the 

duties placed upon them bylaw 
and the welfare and condition of 
schools are regulated by the char- 
acter ot such t trustees, 

A general charge and supervision 
of schools includes t he power to 
make all reasonable rules and 
regulations for their discipline, 
government, and management. 
This power, as given by law. 

varies somewhat in different 

States. For example, in Ala- 
bama and Arkansas the superin- 
tendent of State education exer- 
cises a general supervision over 
all educational interests of the 
State. In California the State 
Roard of Education is given the 
power to adopt rules and regula- 
tions, not inconsistent with the 
laws of the State, and the trus- 
tees of school districts and city ' 
boards of education are allowed 
to prescribe and enforce rules not 
inconsistent with law, or with 
those prescribed by the State 
Roard of Education for the gov- 
ernment of schools. In Colorado 
and Connecticut this power is 
delegated to the State Roard of 
Education, but district directors 
and boards of school visitors 
"shall prescribe rules for the 
management and discipline of the 
public schools." In Deleware: 
"The school committee of each 
district may make regulations for 
the government of the schools. " 

In Florida, Illinois. Iowa, Maine, 
Michigan, Nebraska, Nevada, New 
York, North Carolina, South Car- 
olina, Texas. Vermont, and Wis- 
consin the general supervision of 
all the free public schools is given 
to the State superintendent with 
power to adopt such rules, regu- 
lations, forms, and instructions, 
as shall he legally prescribed, to 
be transmitted to minor offloers 
and teachers. In Indiana and 
Kansas, the county superintend- 
ent shall have the general super- 
intendence of the schools. In 
other States these powers are 
delegated to the control of State 
boards of education to "make all j 
needful rules and regulations for 
the government of public 
schools. " 

Under such a code a body of 
teachers can be well organised 
whose competency is certain, and 
who will work with ambition 
because they feel the stimulus of 
a very high standard, and a wiser 
oversight 

A just and generous manage-' 
ment, on the part of co-agitators, 
will semi a current of renewed 
vitality through every part of the 
educational machinery. A new 
bond of concentered activity is 

formed superseding the old ties of 

defective and haphazard organ- 
ization, a unity of action contain- 
ing lite and energy, with a stand- 
ard of manners and morals com- 
mensurate with excellence. The 
old regime will have been aban- 
doned, and absenteeism and irreg- 
ularity ended at once and forever. 
The trustee fearing neither the 
anathmas of outraged parents can 
face again the responsibilities of 
authority, act accordingly, and 
with courage of conviction pro- 
daim to an admiring public that: 
'Honor and fame from no con- 
dition rise. Act well your part — 
there all the honor lies. 

Thus we have co-ordination, 
•Relation, concentration, or 
properly speaking, unification; 

and it is to lie hoped that in the 
[curriculum of thought, to lie 

brought t'» light in the convening 

of Kentucky educators, in the 
; near future, 'a steady policy look- 
ing to the general requisites of a 

country school, and the supplying 
of all needful administration 

shall be faithfully and justly pre- 
sented.
